Brownson to Command St. Paul. 


The departure of Captain Brownson on 
board of the St. Paul yesterday is an indi- 
cation ot the departmental plan. While that 
officer goes to Europe, nominally to negoti- 
ate for guns, ammunition, and ships, as 
stated in these dispatches, he will also be in 
a position to assume immediate command 
of the St. Paul should war be declared be- 
fore that vessel has returned to the United 
States.

Should the condi- 
tions suggest the use of the auxiliary ships 
the work of atiffening, building coal bunkers, 
and constructing magazines will be done at 
the Newport News shipyards. The St. 
Louis will probably be similarly equipped at 
Cramps’ and the New York at the Brooklyn 
navy yard, while the St. Paul will be fitted 
out on its return at either New York or 
Philadelphia. The coal bunkers will be 
placed around the boilers and vitals of the 
ship as a protection, since it will be impos- 
sible to add armor plate to the sides of 
these steamers. No action will be taken in 
these cases, however, until something more 
definite regarding the results appear than is 
now the case. 


Naval Constructors Are Consulted. 
A number of naval constructors were in 


Washington today on various errands. Con- 


structor Hobson came up from the Naval 
Academy, where he is an instructor of ca- 
dets in naval construction, and suggested 
to Chief Constructor Hichborn the advisa- 
bility of allowing a number of the cadets to 
go to sea and observe the results of an 
ocean battle. He also suggested that a con-

Ships in the Market. | 
Secretary Long has been in receipt today 
of numerous reports from naval attachés 
and secret agents in Europe in relation to 
ships: and materials of war. The depart- 
ment has been advised, also, that some of 
the ships building in England cannot be 
disposed of by the shipbuilders without the 
permission of the British government to 
either this country or Spain. This especial- 
ly applies to some torpedo boats which are 
bullding at the Thornycroft works. The 
company, however, has made a proposition 
to build ships expressly for this government, 
and promises to produce and deliver three 
or four torpedo boats within fifteen months. 
This is, however, a condition which can be 
equaled in its advantages in this country, 
and the only object in going abroad is to 
gain time should there be occasion to take 
speedy action. 
The reports received today indicate that 
the European sources of supply will be 
equal to all possible needs. Nothing will 
be purchased, however, unless the situation 
grows even more serious than it is today. 
No ships will be bought until Constructor J. 
H. Linnard, now on duty at Cramps’ ship 
yard, has personally examined them, and 
he will be sent to Europe when the Presi- 
dent decides which vessels it is desired to 
acquire. In this connection the department 
has information that the domestic source 
of supply is more abundant than was orig- 
inally supposed, It is found that projectiles, 
powder, and general supplies can be obtained 
at home in sufficient quantities, and there 
is every probability that only a small frac- 
tion of the emergency fund of $50,000,000 
will be expended in Europe. It is asserted 
today that the departmental acquirement of 
European supplies will be confined to the 
purchase of not more than two war vessels. 


Defense Work Contracted For. 
The War department has made additional 
contracts for coast defense work. Major 
D. W. Lockwood, the army engineer at 
Newport, R. I., has been instructed to con- 
tract with John Dillon of that place for the 
transportation of three ten-inch guns from 
Dutch Island and place them on a parapet 
for the defense of Narragansett Bay. The 
engineer officer at Boston has been instruct- 
ed to contract with the New Jersey Foundry 
end Machine company of New York City in 
the sum of $6,882 for constructing tracks, 
hoisting apparatus, etc., at the coast de- 
fenses in Boston harbor. | 
The Navy department has devoted much 
attention within the last two or three days 
to the work of the naval militia in the event 
of hostilities. Lieutenant John H. Gibbons, 
one of the brightest young officers of the 
service, is the chief adviser on subjects per- 
taining to the reserves.

Old Monitors to Be Tested. 


Orders have been sent to League Island 
Navy Yard to turn over the machinery 
of the monitors Castile, Jason, Lehigh, Mon- 
tauk, and Nahant, which are at the League 
Island Navy Yard in ordinary. These five 
monitors, relics of the civil war, are pro- 
posed for coast defense service. They will 
have a speed of not more than four or five 
knots and with their cumbrous and heavy 
machinery are litth better than floating 
forts, but it is reported they are of possible 
service and they will be used in coast de- 
fenses. Engineer-in-Chief Melville has ad- 
vised the department that the three mon- 
jtors Canonicus, Mahopac, and Manhattan, 
also at the League Island, somewhat larger 
in size than the other five monitors, would 
require new boilers if they are to be put 
into service. Plans have been prepared con- 
templating the use of water tube boilers in 
place of the old boilers, which can be easily 
removed and the new ones substituted with- 
out tearing up the decks. If the Secretary 
deems the situation sufficiently serious to 
equip the eight old monitors, the cost of 
putting water tube boilers in three of the 
ships will be met by allotments from the 


emergency fund of $50,0000,000.

Had it not been for the prompt action 
of Guard Anderson, who was the only man 
armed, the whole prison population would 
have escaped. To this prison are sent all of 
the worst criminals of the State, and all of 
the incorrigibles from the Jeffersonville re- 
formatory.

Sensation in Madrid. 

A profound sensation has been caused 
in Madrid by the rapid, unanimous pass- 
ing by the American Congress of a bill 
making an extraordinary (380, 000, 000) ap- 
propriation for warlike purposes and by the 
arrival at Havana of the United States 
cruiser Montgomery. Those two events are 
much discussed in political, diplomatic, and 
financial quarters. 

The tone of the press comments thereon 
betrays anxiety and displeasure, but the ma- 
jority of the newspapers recommend pru- 
dence and self-possession, at the same time 
calling upon the government to be prepared 
for any emergency. Both the public and the 
press seem to set great store by what they 
regard as a general wave of sympathy for 
Spain in the European press. 

Much importance is attached to the latest 
Council of Ministers. It is said to have been 
devoted chiefly to an examination of the 
more favorable intelligence forwarded by 
General Blanco about the progress of mil- 
itary operations in the destruction of the 
resources and the strongholds of the re- 
bellion in the eastern provinces and the 
active pursuit of bands by a combined move- 


States. The Ministers, however, have de- 
termined, in the interest of peace,“ not to 
communicate to the press the details of 
measures or preparations agreed upon. 
They simply say the council considered it 
expedient to persevere in the present pacific 
and patriotic attitude.”

Wind Blows with Frightfal Velocity— 


Many Schooners Are Wrecked and | ? 


One Is Sunk—Federal Officers at St. 
Louis Discover a Gang Of Counter- 
feiters Who Make Bogus Coth in the 
State Penitentiary—Notes from Bos- 


ton and Cincinnati. | 


San Francisco, Cal., March 10.—[Special. ]— 


A hurricane swept over the bay last night 
and left destruction and ruin in its path. 
As a result of the terrific force of the wind, 
which blew from the northward at the rate 
of eighty miles an hour, shipping was de- 
stroyed and damage resulted to State and 
other property that is estimated only by 
thousands of dollars. 

Along the water front this morning a scene 
of desolation and ruin prevailed on every 
hand. Wrecked schooners and other craft 
were to be seen at séyéral docks, while 
wreckage was strewn about on the angry 
waves that swept along the wharves. On 
every side, from Meiggs wharf to the Pacific 
Mail dock, there is evidence of the awful 
work of the storm. Wrecks of schooners 
are strewn about, barges and other boats 
are washed ashore, while the steamer Eu- 
reka lies at the bottom of the bay, with part 
of its hull and the masts showing above 


water 
In the vicinity of Fishermen’s wharf the: 


greatest amount of damage resulted. The 
wind and waves tossed the little craft of 
the fishermen about like corks. They 
crashed into each other, and six of them 
sank beneath the water. The early ferry- 
boats had a rough time of it,, The big hull 
of the Piedmont was tossed about like a 
whitehall, and several seas broke over the 
forward deck. Women fainted and a panic 
was narrowly averted.

“In considering the possibility of assign- 
ing so large a sum at one time without re- 
course to a loan I am induced to point out 
that the disbursement now contemplated 
has been preceded by very considerable pay- 
ments from unallotted cash in the Treasury 
for other items of extraordinary expendit-

During your administration the o 
receipts have exceeded the ordinary ex- 
penditure by more than 600,000,000 rubles. 
Consequently the greater part of the ex- 
traordinary expenditure is covered without 
an appeal to the imperial credit. This ex- 
penditure, including the great Siberian and 
other railways, as well as the payment of a 
considerable portion of the crown debt by 
the Imperial Bank for thé conversion of 
the credit notes in connection with the cur- 
rency reform, after the above expenditures 
of the unallotted funds of the Treasury 
amounted on Jan. 1 to 200,000,000 rubles, of 
which 106,000,000 rubles are needed for the 
extraordinary expenditures of 1898.

Mr. Goschen then deplored the recent in- 
dustrial struggles, and appealed for an in- 
crease of pay for the British seamen of the 
merchant marine, saying that if, from false 
economy or impossible conditions on either 
side, British sailors and ships were ousted 
by foreigners, then God help us.“ He con- 
cluded: 

“If peace shall again reign in our centers 


of industry and if the nation that calls her- 


self mistress of the sea reasserts herself by 
an increase of merchant seamen, then the 
nation may look forward in confidence that 
if there be peace it will be peace with honor, 
but if war, which God forbid, it must be war 
crowned with victory.“ [Prolonged cheer- 


ing.]

Criticism of Present Conditions. 


Sir Charles Dilke, Radical member for the

Russia had made great 
industrial progress, but the other powers 
were still compelled to have recourse to 
England, the United States, or Germany.

TAXED?!

It is reported

double what it is, or two dollars 4 barrel 
instead of one dollar. Nothing stood in the 
way last year but the cowardice of Con- 
gressmen, who thought a heavier r tax 
would hurt their political prospect 


Yet those same Congressmen put a duty 


of from 80 to 100 per cent on sugar, which“ 


is consumed by every man, woman, and 
child in the country. It is a nebessary 


article of food. Beer isa luxury whith com- 


paratively few women and not all men are 
in the habit of consuming. It is drank but 
little in the South and is in the greatest 


demand in the “ whom ” cities of the 


North, Yet when beer sells, tax paid, for 
$5 a barrel the tax on it is only 25 per 
cent, or about one-quarter of that op sugar. 

The tax of 81.10 on the 50 per cent of 


alcohol in a gallon of whisky was lett un- 
changed. But the tax on the gallon of 


beer which contains about 5 per cent of 


alcohol is only a fraction over 3 cents. The 
alcohol in beer is taxed less than a third 


what the alcohol in whisky is taxed.| 

Why should there be such a disérimina- 
tion against sugar and alcohol in favor of 
beer? Alcohol is used in the arts and manu- 


factures and yet it has to pay an enormous 


tax while beer, used only as a beverage, 


pays only a very light tax. The Average 
yield of spirits per bushel of grain is about 
four and a half gallons. On that amount of 
spirits, made from grain costing 20 to 30 
cents a bushel, the government levies a tax 
of nearly $5. On a barrel of beer which it 
costs about $4 to) manufacture a tax of 


only one dollar is levied. 


What are Congressmen afraid of that 


they do not put a just tax on beer? They 


have imposed a heavy sugar tax on the 74 


million inhabitants of the United States, 


all of whom use sugar. They use on hn aver- 
age about sixty pqunds per head. | Yet the 


sugar consumers donot grumble. 


Nor would the beer consumers grumble 
if the tax on beer were made 50 per cent 
instead of the 25 per cent it is now, If the 
brewers tried to shift the additiqnal tax 
to the saloonkee the latter would try 
to shift it to their customers.

far pursued in relation to the Cubd#h and 
Spanish situation” is simply the not alto- 


gether disinterested message of a crafty old 


lady, shrewdly advised by British traders 
who do not want any interference with their 
commerce with this country, such as there 
might be in case of war. 

The Cuban war has been raging three 
years. During all that time Victoria has 
had nothing to say in behalf of humanity. 
She has uttered not a word of protest 
against the brutality of the Spaniards, 
against the starving of thousands of wom- 
en and children, against the atrocities of 
Weylerism, not a word in favor of auton- 
omy or Cuban freedom. Now, however, 
when she and her advisers fear that this 
country is about to administer condign and 
deserved chastisement to Spain, all at once, 
like the old Pope, though for a different 
reason, she is opposed to having it done and 
poses as an ardent admirer of the wise and 
conservative course of President McKin- 
ley.. A war between the United States and 
Spain might touch the British pocket. Of 
course thé old lady doesn’t want war, but 
the Spaniards might go on indefinitely, 
sfarving women and children, and the old 
lady would be blissfully unconscious of it. 
But suppose that the conditions were re- 
versed. Suppose the British government 
had sent a war vessel to Havana under sim- 
ilar circumstances and it had been blown 
up, like the Maine. The first thing that gov- 
ernment would have done would have been 
to send a fleet to Havana and another to 
Spain. The former would have been bom- 
barded and destroyed and the latter would 
have been thrashed, and then an indemnity 
would have been demanded. The British 
government would not have asked or taken 
any advice from the United. States. It 
would have said: This is our busines’ and 
we propose to settle it in our own way and 


vou keep your hands off.“ Is it not entirely 


proper to convey a gentle hint to Queen 
Victoria that this is United States busi- 
ness, that the United States proposes to 
attend to it, and that there are other inter- 
ests than British commerce liable to suffer? 


VOTED FOR WAR FURPOSES. 

It will have been observed by the reader 
that in nearly all the brief speeches made 
in the House during the consideration of 
the fifty million appropriation bil] there was 
an effort to convey the impression that in 
reality this money was voted for in the ir- 
terests of peace and that such would be its 
effect. No one, however, should be de- 
ceived by this pretext. Members of Con- 
gress wanted to be right on the record and 
winked at their constituents while thoy 
talked of peace. They did not differ in any 
essential from the few who were not in the 
least hypocritical and stated the real object 
of the vote. 

The majority spoke as they did because 
the findings of the naval court of inquiry 
have not yet been received, and until they 


are received it was thought best to post- 


bone a statement of the final purpose for 
which the money was voted. Unquestion- 
ably these findings afte known, but they 
have not been formaily received. The 
nature of the testimony is sufficiently 
known, however, “to anticipate the decision 
of the court. It has been laid before the 
President for his guidance, and it was be- 
cause it shows that the explosion was the 
work of Spaniards that he sent for the 


defense fund which Congress has unani- 
mously voted to give him. 

The speeches in connection with the vote 
were of a pacific nature because the forma! 
findings of the court have not yet been re- 
ceived. They do not indicate that Con- 
gress will condone the injuries the United 


indemnity to be paid only after long years 
of irritating negotiations with the tricky, 
treacherous Spaniards. The fifty million 
dollars were voted for war purposes only. 
There were good reasons for not saying 80 
under the circumstances. The real object 
will be apparent before long. 


SPAIN’S GAME OF PIRACY. 

A Berlin dispatch, ostensibly speaking for 
the Spanish Ambassador in that city, out- 
lines the policy by which Spain proposes to 
carry out its naval war against the United 
States. This, it is intimated, will be by 
fitting out privateers to prey upon Amer- 
ican commerce, which, it is assumed, it is 
in a condition to do, by virtue of having 
refused to join in the anti-privateering con- 
vention of 1856, 

Privateering—which is only another name 
for piracy—was Spain's method of making 
war for three hundred years. This was 
easier, however, when all sea-going vessels 
were propelled: by sails. Now that steam 
is a necessity there will be some difficulties 
in carrying out this program. 

In the first place, there will be the neces- 
sity for constant and abundant supplies of 
fuel for the privateers, and these cannot be 
obtained on this side the Atlantic. As a 
consequence the piratical Dons will find 
themselves hampered away from home 
without a supply of coal, in an exhausted 
and helpless condition, to be picked up by 
our cruisers and auxiliary navy. 

In the next place, the United States will 
have a number of fast and powerful vessels 
among the auxiliary cruisers, such as the 
St. Paul, St. Louis, and others, which, 
though not belonging to the regular navy, 
are among the most powerful vessels afloat, 
with an ability to outsail anyfhing Spain 
has upon the water. These, while possess- 
ing a speed that renders them safe from 
attack by Spain's heavy cruisers, will make 
short work of its privateers. Besides this, 
there is no American commerce worth 
speaking of at present in Spanish waters, 
or even in the Mediterranean, that cannot 
‘be diverted temporarily to other ports with- 
out serious inconvenience. The privateers 
will therefore have to turn their attention

Senator Mills of Texas has given notice 
that he is not a candidate for retlection.

Now that the great body of the commercial 
world has taken its stand against silver, I do 
not believe it is in the power of the United States 
alone, by its independent action, to restore the 
value of silver to par with gold at 10 to 1. I be- 
lieve that the United States can restore the de- 
mand which it withdrew, but do not believe that 
it can restore the demand which was withdrawn 
by other countries when they closed their mints 
against silver. 

So it appears that the Senator, like ex- 
Governor Boies, is not loyal to the financial 
plank of the Democratic party. Neither 
of them is able to persuade himself that 
independent free coinage will make 3714 
grains of silver worth a gold dollar, and 
each of them has courage enough to give 
that as a reason for opposing independent 
free coinage. They are not prepared to 
defend or excuse the swindling of creditors 
which would ensue if free coinage “ 16 to 
1” silver dollars were made a legal tender 
retroactively. 

Senator Mills’ action shows that there 


is at least one among the veteran Southern, 


political leaders—the Senator has been in 
Congress since 1873—-who cannot accept 
the pure and unadulterated Bryan doctrine. 
There may be others who think as he does, 
but who do not dare to speak out. But in 


Texas and in the other Southern States the. 


political machinery seems to be in the 
hands of the Bryanites, and they will allow 
only dyed-in-the-wool free silverites to have 
seats in Congress. 


CONSEQUENCES OF BRYANISM, 

At the close of the rebellion the national 
interest-bearing debt amounted to nearly 
three billions of dollars. On part of that 
vast indebtedness interest was paid at the 
rate of 6 per cent and on the remainder 5 
per cent. 

Large as this debt was, the people set to 
work courageously to pay it off, and four 
yéars ago all but a seventh of it had been 
cleared off, and the interest rates on what 
was left had been almost cut in two, owing 
to the improvement in the credit of the 
country. 

The United States is wealthier than in 
1865 and can stand heavier burdens than 
it eould then, but it would stagger under 
the burden of the bonded debt which it 
would be necessary to create in order to 
raise the money with which to settle all 
the claims for damages which would grow 
out of the change from the gold standard to 
a cheap silver standard. 3 

The Bryanites are pressing that change 
in order that a number of individuals may 
be enabled to keep property they have not 
paid for, such as goods or lands which they 
have bought on time, getting that property 
for gold standard pfices, which are less 
than half what cheap silver standard prices 
would be. 

But what debtors gained creditors would 
lose. The losses on credits of all descrip- 
tions would amount to about eight billions 
of dollars. Making a liberal allowance for 
offsets, since some men would be both cred- 
itors and debtors, the net loss would not fall 
short of five billions of dollars. 

Of course the losers would not be patient 
and silent. They would clamor loudly for 
relief. The longer they had to wait the 
louder would their cries become. If one 
Congress did nothing for them they would 
apply to the next, and the next. The sons, 
as they grew up, would unite with their 
fathers in demanding compensation for 
losses suffered at the hands of the govern- 
ment. 

The longer Congress delayed action the 


more formidable would the claims be, for 


the claimants would demand interest as 
well as principal. So if payment was staved 
off for twenty years: the claims would 
amount, principal and interest, to about ten 
billions. By that time there would be so 
many voters interested in the settlement of 
these claims that they could elect with ease 
: Congress pledged to do all they wanted 
one. 

‘Then it would be necessary to sell bonds 
to the amount of ten billions. The lowest 
rate of interest which could be had would 
be 3 per cent. Probably the rate would be 
higher. But at the very least the interest 
bill would amount to 300 millions a year. 

The people would have to be taxed to 
raise that interest money, and as a conse- 
quence their taxes, already doubled under 
the free silver standard, would be more than 
doubled. For if the gold dollar were driven 
out by cheap silver dollars the expenses of 
the government, as measured in gold, woul! 
remain what they are. So it would be nec- 
essary to raise by taxation more than two 
cheap silver dollars where one gold dollar 
is raised now. } 

Se taxation would be crushing after the 
payment of interest on relief bonds was 
commenced. It would be necessary to 
revive the abandoned war taxes or invent 
new taxes. Taxation would become de- 
structive, and the question would be, how 
long the people would stand it. 

There would be no surplus revenue to be 
used in the gradual reduction of the debt. 
So there would come a demand for the 
scaling down or repudiation of that debt 
on the ground that it was crushing the life 
out of the country. 

So the United States would pass through 
three periods after the election of Bryan 
and the adoption of the cheap silver stand- 
ard. The first period would be the demand 
for compensation on the part of those who 
had been despoiled. That would be the 
only political issue until it had been settled. 
All other questions, foreign or domestic, 
would be thrust on one side. 

The second would be the period of over- 
whelming and almost unbearable taxation 
caused by the effort to compensate those 
who had suffered by the change from the 
gold to the silver standard. The third 
would be the struggle to repudiate a colos- 
sal debt and get back to the gold standard,

So it confines itself to expressing 
the opinion that it would be most desirable 
if heads of departments or bureaus were al-

ways scheming to secure a renomination, so :

lators. Both Senators and Representatives 
believe, with hardly an exception, that it 
will be easier to get renominations if they 
can purchase with offices the services of the 
bosses of that faction of their party which 
has the control of the local machipery. 


With a deputy collectorship or a gauger- [ 


ship a candidate for renomination ts able 
to steal away from a better man delegates 
whom he would not have secured otherwise. 
Thus the spoils system tends to keep the 
honester and superior men out of Congress 
and sends there the scheming, unscrupulous 
men. 

If the President were to be unwise enough 
to act oh the broad hint that has been given 
him the heads of departments would not 
in reality have any more appointing power 
than they have now. Senators and Rep- 
resentatives would claim those offices as 
their own. They would notify secretaries 
whom to appoint, and the worse instead of 
the better men would get the positions, So 
if the President is shrewd he will pay no 
attention to the selfish suggestions of the 
Senatorial committee. 


WEAKENING THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 
Judges Horton and Shepard agree in the 
opinion that it is safer for a city officer 
who is responsible for the money his subor- 
dinates handle to have for his employés 
whisky drinking saloon bummers whom 
ward politicians have thrust upon him than 
employés who have passed a civil service 
oe and who stand on their merits 
alone. | 

This is a curious conclusion to arrive at. 
The merit system clerk has every induce- 
ment to attend to his work and “ keep his 
hands from picking and stealing.” - His 
tenure of office depends on his fidelity to his 
trust. He cannot afford to.be dishonest. 
The clerk who has been given a place be- 
cause he is the henchman of some politician 
knows he will be thrown out when his party 
goes out of power, or when that portion of 
the party to which his patron belongs ceases 
to have the upper hand. When the boss 
loses influence, for whatever reason, his 
henchmen have to go. 

So the spoils system clerk vors to 
make hay while the sun shines. If he sees 
a chance to steal he does so joyfully. There 
are no prudential considerations to restrain 
him, and his conscience does not trouble 
him. 

And yet Judges Horton and Shepard 
think safer employés come from the slums 
of politics than from civil service examina- 
tions. They state that under the merit 
system the city officer knows nothing about 
the honesty of the men who is certified to 
him. Nor does that officer know anything 
under the spoils system. Some boss marches 
into his office, introduces some red-nosed 
loafer, and says: “ He is my friend; you 
must make a place for him.” The boss is 
not asked whether the man is honest. The 
man has to be appointed no matter what 
he is. ** 

This decision of the two Judges surprises 
and pains their friends as much as it pleases 
the spoilsmen whenever a hole is knocked in 


the civil service law. They ought to know 


that their decision is bad when they see who 
the persons are who are tickled by it. 

That it was the intention of the framers 
of the law to include in the classified civil 
service those employés whom the Judges 
have decided are outside that service can- 
not be questioned. That intention was not 
so plainly worded but what hair-splitting 
lawyers could perpuade the Judges that 
they conld legitimately knock a hole in the 
law and make places for à hundred bum- 
mers. The decision of the Judges is most 
regrettable.

The Biographical and Critical Study of 
ristina Rossetti,“ which Mackenzie Bell 
recently completed, is conscientious, 
staking, and dull to a degree. It could 
not be wholly lacking in interest—the lit- 
erary achievements of Christina and her 
xinship. to the remarkable family of 
the Rossettis forbid that; but by dwell- 
ing upon the less essential matters of 
Der career, by an over-insistence upon trifies 
in which William Michael Rossetti plays too 
prominent a part, by giving painful details 
of wasting illnesses, by publishing quan- 
tities of irrelevant letters, what might have 
been a masterpiece remains so ill done that 
the world of letters has still to look forward 
to a written fife of one of its sweetest and 
tenderest ornaments.

It cannot be said that 
the pages are too many, for there was un- 
questionably enough of interest in her life 
to fill a larger volume. Nothing in particu- 
lar can be urged as having been refused a 
place, though more could have been told to 
advantage of Dante Gabriel Rossetti.

PRINCE MEINRAD OF BELG 1UM. 


Mrs. Potter Palmer Writes the Execu- 


tive Cordially Commending the Heir 
to Leopold’s Throne to His Care and 
the Question Agitating the City Hall 
Now Is Just What Constitutes “a 

. Good Time” for the Young Count 
de Rethy. 


Mayor Harrison will be host to a Prince 
on or about April 1, The young man has 
been consigned to his care by Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, and the Mayor is now engaged in 
studying up ways of entertaining him. 

The name of the royal personage in ques- 


tion is Prince Albert Leopold Clement Marc 


Meinrad, and he is the son of the Count of 
Flanders and nephew of Leopold II., King 
of Belgium. It is more than likely that in 


course of time he will succeed to the throne , 


of that monarch. He is traveling in the 
United States under a sort of subtitle—that 
of the Count de Rethy. 

The Prince, who is 23 years old, arrived 
in New York on Tuesday, where he was met 
and taken care of by General Wesley Mer- 
ritt. U. S. A., who has been designated for 
that duty by President McKinley. Under 
these auspices he met Mrs. Palmer, whoisa 
friend of General Merritt and his family, 
and her advice was naturally sought when 
the question of the Prirce’s sojourn in Chi- 
cago came up. Mrs. Palmer sailed for 
Europe yesterday, but before she left she 
malled a letter to Mayor Harrison which 
he received in his afternoon mall. 

It said that Mrs. Palmer wanted to com- 
mend the Prince to the Mayor’s care while 
in Chicago, and she hoped he would treat 
him kindly. She had furnished him a letter 
of introduction which he would present on 
his arrival and thus put himself formally 
under the Mayor's protection. She did not 
care to dictate what Mr. Harrison should 
do with his visitor, but she suggested a 
meeting of the City Council, a chance to 
witness the Fire department in operation, 
and inspections of the Field Columbian Mu- 
seum and the Public Library Building as 
matters in which he might find interest, 

The Mayor has been in deep thought ever 
since he received the letter. The lagt Prince 
who was entertained by a Mayor of Chi- 
cago was Albert Edward of Wales, who was 
here in Long John Wentworth’s time, 


NARQUISE DE PONTEROY'S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fonteaoy. } 

It is not astonishing that Queen Victoria's 
indisposition should have created so much 
alarm in England, and even abroad. For 
with a woman so advanced in years and 
so infirm, the slightest ailment assumes at 
once an abnormal gravity/ and with her 
weak heart, and her hereditary tendency to 
aponrleptic fits, the least thing may carry 
her off. 

Her disappearance just at the present 
juncture would affect to a far greater de- 
gree than most people might be willing to 
believe the international relations of both 
the Old and the New World. For there is no 
doubt that the enormous influence which 
she has wielded both at home ard abroad 
by virtue of position as senior and doyenne 
of all the reigning sovereigns of the uni- 
verse has been exercised strongly in favor 
of peace. 4 

Her son and heir, the Prince of Wales, is 
less conservative, and is in favor of a more 
active and energetic foreign policy on the 
part of England, and his sympathies tr. this 
respect are rather with Mr. Chamberlain 
than with Lord Salisbury: 

Moreover, sentiments of the most undis- 
guised animosity notoriously exist between 
himself and his nephew, Emperor William, 
sentiments which could not fail to exercise 
a very predominating influence upon the 
relations between Germany and England. 

On the other hand, the Prince is devoted to 
his Russian nephew, the Czar, who returns 
his affection, and is likewise very fond of 
his brother-in-law, the King of Greece. and 
of the latter's sons, who have in the past 
been frequent and welcome guests at Marl- 
borough House and Sandringham. He 
might, therefore, be relied on to not only 
support Russia's candidature of Prince 
George of Greece for the throne of Crete to 
the extent even of war with the Sultan, but 
likewise to bring England sooner or iater 
into line with the Russo-French alliance. 

As far as the United States is concerned, 
his advent to the throne is likely to still 
further improve the relations of the latter 
with Great Britain. For to an even still 
greater degree than Queen Victoria is he 
impued with a sense of the value to England 
of Uncle Sam's friendship, realizing that an 
alliance between the two greatest English 
speaking powers of the world would be in a 
position to dictate to the remainder of the 
universe. This has been his fixed idea ever 


‘since he was in this country in the days of 


President Buchanan, and just in the same 
way that he has given a social demonstra- 
tion to his sentiments in this. particular, 
while Prince of Wales and aibiter of Eng- 
lish society, 80 he may be relied upon to give 
a political demonstration thereof when he 
becomes King. |

After the settlement of the salary question 


for the primary and grammar schoo! teach- 


ers at the meeting of the Board of Education 


on Wednesday evening, the teachers are 


willing to let the matter rest for the time. 
It is ie that the matter is not ended, but 
will be brought up again, perhaps next 


year, with a somewhat different member- 


ship to the Board of Education. Especially 


among the primary grades the teachers are 


far from satisfied. They hold that they 
asked no more than they were entztled to, 
and say the cause will not be abandoned 


at this time. | 
Clerk A. N. Fessenden yesterday produced 


a table of figures and began to estimate how 


much the city would be compeiled to pay in 
addition to the present salary lists. There 


are now 2,179 teachers who are entitled to 


their first year’s increase of $75. This will 
make the extra expenditure for 1898 $163,425. 
Taking the present list of teachers as a 
standard, and supposing that no changes 
take place, in 1899 the city will be called 
upon for about $300,000, and in 1000 the 
amount will be about $450,000. 


Amounts to $725,000 in 1906. 


According to the old rules, teachers in the 
primary and grammar grades receive the 
maximum salary in six years. Therefore, 
with no new teachers added to the rolls and 
no vacancies in the old force, all should be 
receiving the maximum salary in 1906. Then 


the additional amount required would be | 


$725,000, which would be the maximum 
amount needed in any year. It is hardly 
to be supposed that the city will ever be 
called upon to pay the full amount.

FORECAST OF COURT’S ATTITUDE. 


When Adolf Kraus took the stand yester- 
day afternoon to defend his conduct as Pres- 
ident of the Civil Service commission it 
was evident that, In spite of the humiliation 
of an indictment and trial, he appreciated 
the opportunity to make a declaration of 
the motives that guided him while in the 
service of the city, this opportunity having 
been denied him by the reform organiza- 
tions which he invited to investigate the 
commission.

The 
counsel, the court, and the three defend- 
ants, who were sole witnesses in their own 
behalf, joked together, and the State’s rep- 
resentatives made no objections. 

The decision was really forecast soon after 
the noon recess when Judge Waterman de- 
clared that, as the court understood the 
case, nothing in the indictment impugned 
the good faith of the commissioners ingnak- 
ing the new rule as to the height of persons 
admitted to examination for readmission to 
the police force.

PROSPECT OF — IN 6 
APPROPRIATION MEASURE. 
— 

Many Aldermen Have Amendments 
They Are Anxious to Add to the Ordi- 
mance—Its Passage on Wednesday 
Prevented by Efforts to Secure Back 
Pay for Policemen—Mayor Harrison 
Revives Plan for Municipal Control 


Every Alderman who has an ax to grind 
through the annual appropriation bill was 
active yesterday, and it is thought that 
measure may have trouble in getting 
through the City Council next Monday 
night, if, indeed, it gets through any night 
in its present form.

months. Doubt is expressed whether these 
policemen ought ever to have been on the 
rolis, as the limit was exceeded 8 6 they 
were appointed. ‘

Now the bill is before the City Council 
for action it is open to every form of amend- 
ment a majority may wish to make to it. 
Alderman Francis announced yesterday he 
intended to put in a provision for the 251 
policemen who are left out as the bill now 
stands. The entire police force is working 
to have this done, and as he can now secure 
a roll call on the proposition the Aldermen 
will have to go on record in the matter. 

Alderman Brenner has an amendment he 
wishes to add to the bill, Alderman Kahler 
another, and Alderman Harlan has an- 
nounced his intention of bringing hand his 
back pay item. : 

It is too bad the bill could not babe been 
passed at once,” said Alderman Walker;

GUNNING AT THE BAR 


South Town Assessor Tried on 
| Charge. of Seeking a Bribe. 


‘SEALED VERDICT FOUND. 


Jurors Silent, but Rumor Says 
Result Is “ Not Guilty.” 


C. G. BLANDEN FOR THESTATE 


South Gown Assessor Richard C. Gunning 
faced a jury yesterday in Judge Baker's 
court on a charge of soliciting a bribe of 
5750 from Charles G. Blanden, agent of the 
Rialto Building. The jury was secured ear- 
ly im the mcrning and all the evidence and 
arguments were submitted in the afternoon. 
The jury went out shortly after 5 o’clock 
and agreed upon a verdict within forty min- 
utes. According to the instructions of the 
court, however, the verdict was sealed and 


Will not be opened until 9:30 o’clock this 


morning. 

While the jurors would not discuss their 
finding, it was rumored that the verdict was 
not guilty.’ 

But even if this should turn out to be 
true it will not end Assessor Gunning’s trou- 
bles, for he wil) be immediately placed on 
trial on another charge of soliciting a bribe. 
Should this fail there is aleo an accusation 
of gonspiracy and an indictment charging 
hi with palpable omission of duty and 
malfeasance in office asa public officer. 

The State had no great hope of securing 
A conviction in the Blanden case, owing to 
the meager character of the testimony, as 
it was simply a question of the word of Mr. 
Blanden against that of Assessor Gunning 
and two of his clerks.

Blanden Tells His Story. 

The prosecution was conducted by Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Smith. Gunning was 
represented by Attorney Edwin Morris. 
Charles G. Blanden was immediately called 
to the stand. He described how he had re- 
ceived notice from a man, who pretendedYo 
be a representative of the South Townofiice, 
that the assessment of the Rialto Building 
had been raised from $135,000 to $150,000, and 
how, on July 8, he went to Gunning’s office 
and entered a protest. Gunning denied that 
the Rialto assessment was too high. 

The witness said he returned on July 10, 
accompanied by Architect Ernest R. Gra- 
ham of D. H. Burnham & Co.’s office, who 
Was prepared to demonstrate to Assessor 
Gunning that the assessment was unjust. 
Gunning was indignant, and absolutely re- 
fused to talk business. 

Mr. Blanden returned on July 13, when he 
was berated for bringing that man,“ mean- 
ing Graham, to the office. 

“That is no way to do business,“ Gunning 
is alleged to have said. 

“Then there is a way to do business?” 
Blanden remarked. 

“ Certainly,’ Gunning is said to have re- 
plied. ‘‘ There is a way to fix it. For $750 
the assessment will be put back to $135,000."" 

Mr. Blanden said that he asked Gunning. 
if $500 would not do. Gunning replied: ‘* No, 
$750 was half of what the owners of the 
Gunning said he 
would give him till next day to think the 
matter over. Blanden then left the office, 
never returned, and never saw Gunning 
again until he met him in court. 

Judge Baker would not allow Charles Fel- 
lows of the Reliance Building to testify in 
behalf of the State, as Gunning is also under 
indictment on charges preferred by Mr. 


Fellows. 
Gunning’s Clerks Testify. 

Thomas D. Shannon and Richard E. Cor- 
rigan, clerks in Gunning’s office, testified 
that no such conversation ever passed be- 
tween Gunning and Blanden as was alleged 
by the latter, as they were continually 
in Gunning’s office and would have heard it. 

Gunning on the stand denied absolutely 
that he has solicited a bribe from Blan- 
den. He admitted Blanden’s visits to his 
office, but said that Blanden had called to 
ask him to lower the assessment from 
$135,000, the figure for the preceding 8 

r. 
Gunning then introduced in evidence a 
tax book, in which it was shown that the 
original assessment was for $135,000, and 
that it had never been changed. 

Attorney Smith then went into some of 
Mr. Gunning’s private history. Gunning 
said he was a single man. The lawyer 
asked him if he had ever lived in Michigan 
avenue. Gunning said he had not. He was 
asked if he did not know a woman named 
Lilly Arnell, living in Michigan avenue. 
Gunning moved restlessly and admitted that 
he did. He was then asked what he had 
been doing for a living since he had been 
in Chicago. He said most of the time he 
had been in the shipping and grain business. 
Attorney Smith asked him what his busi- 
ness had been in Mexico. Gunning was 
finally forced to admit that he had an inter- 
est in the bookmaking privilege at the Mex- 
ican track. He admitted that he had also 
been, with a man named King, in the Roby 
track bookmaking privilege, as well as 
other privileges there. 

In addressing the jury Attorney Smith 
charged Shannon and Corrigan with hav- 
ing committed perfury.

| NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


RUMOR OF NORTHWESTERN AND 
UNION PACIFIC CONSOLIDATION, 


Vanderbilts Said to Have Secured Con- 
trol of Oregon Short Line and the 
0. R. a N. Properties—Twe Dis- 
tricts, Dividing at Cheyenne—May 
Close Ogden Gateway—Results of 
Lake and Traffic Officials’ Confer- 
ence—Transportation Notes. 


Rumors are again current that the North- 
western and Union Pacific railroad systems 
will practically be consolidated. It is posi- 
tively asserted that the Vanderbilts have 
secured control of the Oregon Shért Line 
and Oregon Railway and Navigation prop- 
erties and will at once amalgamate the 
several properties recently acquired with 
the main stem of the Union. Pacific, as 
planned by the Reorganization committee. 
The general offices of the Union Pacific, it 
is said, will be removed from Omaha partly 
to Chicago and partly to Portland, Ore. 

The property, according to those reports, 
is to be divided at Cheyenne into two dis- 
tricts. The Chicago and Northwestern is to 
run the section from Cheyenne to Chicago 
and also the line from Denver to Julesburg, 
known as the “ Julesburg cutoff,” which the 
Union Pacific is about to secure. The Jules- 
burg-Denver line is owned by the Union 
Pacific, Denver and Gulf road, which is to 
acquire from the Union Pacific the Colorado 
Central railroad. The management of the 
section west of Cheyenne to Portland, Ore., 
is to be located at Portland. This arrange- 
ment would dispense with the present gen- 
eral officers of the Oregon Short Line and 
the Oregon Railway and Navigation com- 
pany. 

If the proposed consolidation is consum- 
mated it may result in the closing of the 
Ogden gateway to Portland, Ore., to the 
competitors of the Northwestern and Union 
Pacific roads. 

The conference of lake line managers and 
traffic officials of connecting railroads in 
this city last week took important action to 
secure the maintenance of the rates agreed 
upon and to fix the responsibility for their 
control. The Board of Managers of the 
Joint Traffic association was requested to 
adopt the following rates and the confer- 
ence agreed to abide by the same: 

1. As to east-bound rail, lake, and rail rates 
from St. Paul, Minneapolis, and common points, 
and from any other points from which through 
rates may be authorized with the initial roads 
and their connecting lines, all acting jointly by 
agreement, the Eastern rail lines not to inter- 


fere. 

2. As to east-bound rates from Western lake 
ports, with the interested lake lines acting jointly 
by agreement, the Eastern roads not to interfere. 

8. As to west-bound lake and rail rates from 
trunk line territory, with the Eastern trunk lines 
acting jointly by agreement, the lake lines and 
Western rail lines not to interfere. 

4. As to west-bound canal and lake rates and 
rates from local lake ports, with the interested 
lake lines acting jointly by agreement as to rates 
to Western lake ports apd in conference with or 
under authority of Western rail lines, if to in- 
terior points on those rail lines. 

5. As to export rates, responsibility as above, en- 
deavoring to work under a joint agreement with 
the Western all-rail lines in quoting ocean rates. 

The Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf rall- 
road system is nearly completed. Only sev- 
en miles of track remain to be laid between 
Pattonsburg, Mo., and Kansas City: This 
work probably will be done and the road 
thrown open for business by the middle of 
next week. The Port Arthur system will 
then extend from Port Arthur, Tex., to Kan- 
sas City, 787 miles; from Kansas City to 
Pattonsburg, Mo., 96 miles; from Pattons- 
burg, Mo., to Omaha, Neb. (formerly the 
Omaha and St. Louis road), 148 miles; from 
Pattonsburg, Mo., to Quincy, III., 169 miles, 
making the total mileage of the system, in- 
cluding the Lake Charles and Wen 
branches, about 1,227 miles. 

The total earnings of the road for Vobreary 
were $249,511, an increase of $148,789.

_ INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Managers of companies in Chicago received yes- 
terday from Superintendent Webb McNall of Kan- 
sas a letter calling their attention to the valued 
policy law of 1883 and the amendment made to 
it in 1897. 

The object in placing these laws on our statute 
books, wrote Mr. MeNall, was to see that the 
provisions of same were lived up to by the 
various insurance companies doing business in 
this State. I find from the reports submitted to 
this department by a large majority of the in- 
surance companies that this law has not been 
lived up to. I further find that in a majority of 
cases the insurance companies, after an adjust- 
ment of a lose has taken place, discount their own 
paper, so that it amounts to as high as 2% and 
8 per cent a month. This will not be permitted to 
be done in the future by any insurance company 
transacting business in Kansas. If a company 
desires to discount ita own paper the amount of 
the discount in no case must exceed the highest 
contract rate of interest in this State—viz.: 10 
per cent per annum. 

‘* Again, I find in some instances that ff a frame

Washington, D. C., March 10.—After a de- 
bate in the House, which lasted more than 
five hours, the Senate amendment to the 
Indian appropriation bill providing for the 
free entry of ceded Indian lands was today 
non-concurred in bya vote of 90 to 186. The 
friends of the free home clause made a 
gallant struggle, but they met the opposi- 
tion of some of the prominent leaders on the 
Republican side. Messrs. Dingley, Grosven- 
or, Dalzell, and Payne, and they were fur- 
ther weakened by the fact that many of the 
friends of the proposition were alienated 
by the belief that, as drawn, the amend- 
ment would work injury to the agricultural 
colleges of the country. The Senate amend- 
ment for the ratification of the Senunole 
treaty was also non-concurred in after the 
substitute proposition offered by the con- 


_ fferees to ratify the Kiowa, Comanche, and 
Apache treaty had fallen under a point of 


order. The action of the House today 

sends the bill back to conference with non- 

concurrence on all the Senate amendments. 
Mr. Handy [Dem., Del.] advocated an 


amendment to the free home clause 80 as 


to amend the act of 1862 for the endowment 
of agricultural colleges, so as to strike 
out the words “ arising out of the sales of 
public lands.“ If this amendment was not 
made he declared that the sixty-four col- 
loges of the United States, which now re- 
ceived money from the sale of public lands, 
would suffer. 

Mr. Lacey [Rep., Ia.] gave notice that he | 
would move to concur with an amendment 
to exclude from the operations of the free 
home clause the trust lands aggregating 
about 13,000,000 acres, situated principaiiy 
in the Sioux and Chippewa reservations. 

Mr. Morris [Rep., Minn.) antagonized the 
proposition of Mr. Lacey. Mr. Johnson 
{Rep., N. D.] created something of a sen- 
sation by that Secretary Bliss, 
in his opposition to the free home clause, 
not only procured his argument, but actu- 
ally plagiarized his language from the mes- 
sage of James Buchanan, vetoing the Home- 
stead bill before the war. He followed this 
statement with an attack upon the Secre- 
tary, asserting that his interests, sympa- 
thies, and horizon were bounded by the 


Allegheny Mountains and that as a matter 


of fact he had never been west of Buffalo. 

Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, an- 
nounced that he would vote for the Senate 
amendment, because he stood committed 
to it by the Chicago platform. As an origi 
nal proposition, he admitted he was against 
giving free homes to the people. He should 
vote today to redeem a pledge in the Chica- 
go platform. 

Mr. Grosvenor [Rep., O.] announced his 
opposition to the amendment. He explained 
at length the history of this proposed leg- 
islation and of the plank in the St. Louis 
platform to show that his present position 
was not inconsistent with that declaration. 

Mr. Dalzell [Rep., Pa.] also opposed the 
amendment. He denied the right of Con- 
gress to tax the farmers of Pennsylvania to 
give free farms to the farmers of Oklahoma, 
North and South Dakota, and Minnesota. 

Mr. Grow [Rep., Pa.], whose name is as- 
sociated with the original Homestead law, 
warmly supported the amendment. 

Mr. Dingley [Rep., Me.] closed the debate 
with a brief speech in opposition to the 
amendment. He called attention to the fact 
that all treaties ceding Indian lands bv the 
United States had been ratified by Congress 
with the understanding that the purchase 
money paid by settlers should be used to re- 
imburse the United States. Never had a 
proposition been made to purchase Indian 
lands for the purpose of donating them to 
free homes. To his mind it was an act of 
bad faith on the part of those who had in- 
duced Congress to buy these lands. 

Mr. s motion to concur with an 
amendment changing the law relative to 
payments to agricultural colleges for the 
Sale of public lands was ruled out on @ 
point of order. 

Mr. Lacey [Rep., Ia.] then o‘fered his mo- 
tion to concur with an amendment exclud- 
ing the trust reservations. 

It was voted down, 10 to 123. 

Two other amendments designed to

were ruled out by Mr. Hepburn, who was 
in the chair, on points of order. 

The vote was then taken on the main prop- 
osition, and the House non-concurred in the 
Senate amendment, 99 to 136. 

The conference substitute for the Senate 
amendment to ratify the Seminole treaty, 
which also ratified the Kiowa, Comanche, 
"and Apache treaty, went out on a point of 
order, and the Senate amendment was non- 
concurred in.

STICK TO THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


OLD RESIDENT AND ONCE A BIG 
HOLDER OF REAL ESTATE. 


Former Owner of “ My Block ” Expires 
Suddenly in Reduced Circumstances 
Came Here in 1839 and at One Time 

Was Reputed to Be Worth a Million 
~—Misfortunes Date from Soon After 
the Fire—Lost Ambition at Last to 
Recover His Lost Wealth. 


Nathaniel P. Wilder, who died suddenly on 
Wednesday at 6508 Perry avenue, was cne 
of the pioneers of Chicago. Lie o to this 
city in 1889 and was actively engaged in 
business until reverses came and forced him 
to end his days in Umited circumstances, 
Mr. Wilder was about 75 years old. 

The deceased leaves no immedciate family 
except an adopted daughter, Annie Wilder, 
who is said to live somewhere on the South 
Side. His wife died some years ago. Tney 
had no children of their own. : 

Mr. Wilder’s first venture in business was 
as a clerk in the clothing store of John K'ng 
Jr., in the north side of Lake street, be- 
tween Dearborn and Clark streets. A little 
later he engaged in the crockery business 
with 8. Rockwood Brown as his partner. 
The crockery store was also in Lake street, 
just west of Dearborn, and on the south side 
of the street, the business being conducted 
under the firm name of Brown & Wilder. 
Some years later Mr. Wilder withdrew and 
invested the money he had made in real 
estate speculation. It was before the fire. 
At that time he lived on Monroe street, just 
east of Wabash avenue and immediately 
behind the home of John B. Drake. After 
the fire had destroyed his property he fol- 
lowed the then prevailing mode by putting 
up a business block instead of @ residence 
to replace the one he had lost. 

With the erection of business blocks arose 
the habit of naming them after their owners. 
Mr. Wilder saw “Smith Blocks and 
“Johnson Blocks” all about him, and he 
cast about for a name for the bufiding he 
had just put up. Instead of calling it 
* Wilder’s Block,. however, he had conspic- 
vously engraved stone the legend: 


of property after another. 
and the land belonging to it was one of the 
last to go, but {it finally passed into the 
hands of John B. Drake, who made one 
block out of the two pieces of property. 

Mr. Wilder was a well known character 
in the early days of the city. He is described 
by those who know him as haying been a 
man of much business ability. Few know 
how much he was worth at the time of his 
greatest prosperity, and he has been quoted 
at from less than $50,000 to considerably 
more than $1,000,000. The failure of his 
real estate ventures seemed to discourage 
him, for he seemed to give up all efforts to 
recover his lost wealth.

The report has reached the University of 
Chicago that Dr. George B. Bauer, associ- 
ate professor of comparative osteology and 
paleontology, who is supposed to be on a 
vacation, is about to leave fori Germany 
and finally sever his connection with the 
big school. Dr. Bauer made arrangements 
to rent his house to the Quadrangle club 
after the burning of the clubhouse about 
the first of the year.

Professor Bauer's courses were such that 
only advanced students could take them, 
and the numbér of students who studied 
under him was necessarily small.

After taking his Ph. D. he served for two 
years as assistant to Professor C. Kupffer 
at Munich, and during 1882 he served in the 
same capacity to Professor O. C. Marsh of 
Tale University. In 1884 he was made as- 
sistant in osteology at Yale University, and 
later held the position of docent at Clark 
University. He came to the Chicago Uni- 
versity in 1892 with the rank of assistant 
professor and later was in rank to

up I am the man. Then let me tell you, 
neighbors and friends, that the very first 
ordinance Harlan mtioduted when he en- 
tered the Council was to break into a prohi- 
bition district solely for the benefit of a few 
men who owned the Ferris wheel, and he 
induced me to vote for it. But when Mayor 
Swift vetoed the measure I was one of the 
Aldermen who voted to sustain tHe veto.“ 
By this time the situation was becoming 
extremely embarrassing to the supporters 
of Mr. Jackson, who had secured Mr. Harlan 
for the evening. He grew red in the face, 
showing plainly that the invitation to Mr. 
Campbell to take the platform was proving 
a boomerang. Boys and young men in the 
paruvet seats and the gallery began to hiss 
Mr. Campbell and cry “.Throw him out.” 
He retired and resumed his place back near 
the door. 

Mr. Harlan then spoke of the boulevard 
matter and of the Ferris wheel affair, plead- 
ing justification in voting for the latter ordi- 
nance.

It is said the gold Demo- 
crats would naturally take the Ryan side as 
being the one opposed by the machine. In 
the North and South divisions of the city 
no such contest exists, and it is deemed good 
policy to allow the gold Democrats to vote 
at the primaries in the hope of getting them 
back into the party. 

Stanley Kunz and Committeeman Kowal- 
ski of the Sixteenth Ward have made an ar- 
rangement by which the delegates from that 
ward to the town convention will probably 
all be delivered to Ryan in the fight for the 
Assessorship nomination. Two Aldermen 
are to be elected in that ward and Kunz 
wants to be nominated for the long term. 
He has been a Strain man, but in order to 
secure the nomination he has agreed to sup- 
port Ryan. Alderman Kiolbassa will prob- 
ably go on the Democratic county ticket, 
leaving the Aldermanic nominations to Kunz 
and Kowalski.
